the war Conservatism has secured a

lively demand for labour in ‘the depopu- 
lated areas that every wéek brings some 
four thousand foreign workmen into the 
country. Many of these, it is now dis 
covered, are highly undesirable persons 
who have been. imported, by means of 
false passports, through an agency at 
Warsaw. The Minister of the Interior 
proposes to issue an order under which 
no foreigner will be allowed to obtain 
work until his credentials have undergone 
the severest examination by the local 
mayor. Public opinion, which is in a 
high state of excitement, is demanding 
stronger measures, and the newspapers 
print alarming stories of Communist plots 
in the Army and of impending outbreaks 
in’ the French textile area, of which Lille 
and Roubaix are the centres. M. Herriot 
has asked the, people to “keep cool,” but 
it remains to be seen whether they will 
be satisfied with mere promises of in- 
creased vigilance, or will insist on an 
instant effort to crush Communism once 
for all.

The Queen's Diamonds. 

The King and Queen stood in front of 
the thrones for a few minutes before 
taking-their seats, and, as they moved, the 
scintillating rays from the diamonds they 
were wearing were almost bewildering. The 
a was wearing the State Crown, and 
its flashing lights were caught and held by 
a bandeau of great diamonds worn by the 
Queen, and then by the many diamonds on 
her corsage. They then passed on to ‘the 
many diamonds worn by the Duchess of 
Devonshire, who stood near the Queen; and 
in turn were picked up by those worn by 
the Peeresses. I have seen several State 
openings of Parliament, but I cannot re- 
call such a wonderful effect of light. The 
Queen was yet a gown of cloth of gold 
under her robes of State, and was notably 
the outstanding figure of the assemblage. 


The King’s Speech. 


The King’s Speech to-day was one of the 
longest on record, and it took the King 
nearly twenty minutes to read it. It is a 
little curious that the House of Lords, 
which is noted for its bad acoustic proper- 
ties, should suit the King’s voice most 
admirably. He was heard to-day with 
great advantage; for he read the Speech 
in a clear and resonant voice which carried 
to every part of the House. It may be 
that, standing as he does. on a plane 
elevated above most of those present on 
the floor of the House, his voicé carries 
better, but that it does so is a recognised 
fact. He could be heard distinctly in the 
Press Gallery. : 


The Prince of Wales. 


The one surprise of the King’s Speech 
this morning was the announcement that 
the Prince of Wales is to pay a visit to 
the Argentine. This is the first time that 
the country has been visited in an official 
capacity by any member of the British 
Royal Family, but the President of the 
Argentine paid a State visit to London in 
July two years ago, and was met at Dover 
by the Prince. The visit marks the more 
definite entry of the Argentine into the 
comity of nations, and it is quite likely 
that one result of the Royal visit will be 
the raising of the status of the British 

resentative at Buenos Ayres from thai 
of a Minister to that of an Ambassador. 
Argentina is a country of one million one 
hundred and fifty-three thousand square 
miles in extent, and with almost incredible 
Bram for the raising of foodstuffs. 

o hundred and fifty million acres of the 
country are devoted to cattle-raising, and 
another two hundred and fifty to the grow- 
ing of wheat. It can take much of our 
manufactures; so one easily can under- 
stand that it is very desirable that the 
most friendly relations should exist. 


The Government's Programme. 


The King’s Speech is received with 
general satisfaction by the Conservatives, 
particularly the references to public ex- 
penditure and the heavy burden of taxa- 
tion, which are regarded as an indication 
that the Government is hopeful of securing 
a reduction in the next Budget. The 
reference to pensions for widowed mothers 
is also welcomed warmly, though it is not 
believed that anything can be done in this 
direction for some little time to come, 
since the scheme, when it is presented, will 
be on a contributory basis, with substantial 
assistance from the State. Conservatives 
approve almost to a man of the renewed

THE: KING’S SPEECH. 


GOVERNMENT’S BIG PROGRAMME 

The Times, in a leading article dealing 
with the King’s Speech, observes :— The Con- 
servative Government has certainly outlined 
@ programme which time and perseverance 
will be needed to fulfil. The principles which 
the Speech lays down in Imperial policy and 
in home affairs are the principles which in- 
spired Mr. Baldwin's gn addresses 
and the very remarkable profession of social 
faith which he delivered last week at the 
Albert Hall, The closest co-operation with 
the Governments of the Dominions and of 
India in all that ás of. mutual concern is laid 
down as the foundation alike of industrial pro- 
gress ahd of the increasing unity and strength 
of the Empire. This co-operation is stated 
to be a guiding lyn le of the Administra- 
tion. ey. wil stedfastly adhere to the 


Empire’ trade. 
sanction further preferences on goods im- 
ported into this country from the Empire, as 
recommended by the Imperial Economic Con- 
ference, and they will increase the defence 
of the Empire by proceeding with the en- 
largement of the naval base at Singapore, as 
approved by the Imperial Conference. On 
every ground it was wise to admit no delay 
in reversing the half-hearted action of the 
late Government over Singapore, which 
might otherwise have become a matter of 
prolonged suspicion to foreign Powers.

attention. The majority of the Bvestock at 
the Show was slaughtered last night at the 
Islington abattoir, and to-day the judging of 
the carcases will take place, this event always 
marking the third day of the Show as 
** butchers’ day.”’ 

REPORT AND ELECTIONS. 
Sir Gilbert Greenall presided over the annual 
meeting of members of the Smithfield Club, 
which took place in the Hall yesterday after- 
noon. There was a large attendance. Propos- 
ing the adoption of the annual report and 
balance dist, which were of a satisfactory 
character, the Chairman expressed regret that 
the exigencies of State prevented the attend- 
ance of the King at the Show that day, but 
he said that it was a matter for great con- 
gratulation that the Duke of York had con- 
sented to be the President next year. 
As to the Show, although foot-and-mouth 
disease had appeared in many parte of the 
‘country, it had not seriously interfered with 
the exhibition, which was one of the finest 
that had been held. New classes had been 
instituted in cattle, sheep and pigs, and the 
Council had decided to substitute classes for 
ewe lambs in place of wethers in order to 
encourage earlier maturity in those sections.
